Spies. Working in America! 

HE public of the great nation to our south has 

been horrified lately by the findings of the 
Federal Grand Jury investigation into a spying 
ring said to be functioning throughout the country 
with a view. to sabotage and theft of national de- 
fense secrets. The Grand Jury has only started 
its probe, but its findings are already amazing tc 
the general American public. The jury has dis- 
covered that there are more spies now operating 
in the United States than at any period in Amer- 
ica’s peace time history; that spies from Russia, 
Germany, Italy, as well as many democracies are 
busy twenty-four hours a day, prying and prob- 
ing into the recent finds of the American War 
Department; that sabotage of several new crui- 
sers now under construction can be definitely 
traced to the workngs of spies, 

And so the American Government is taking 
steps to counteract the machinations of spies. 
Regulations are being put into effect, and more 
stringent watch being kept on the various factor- 
ies and plans revelant to the War Department— 
but’ military officers insist that’ even stricter 
measures are needed, 

It behooves the Canadian Government to 
watch closely what steps are being taken south 
of us to check spying—for, if Canada is to manu- 
facture war plans for the British Government, 
as has been stated several times recently, Canada’s 
shores will not be immune to th scourge of for- 
eign spies, sent here to probe and destroy. Can- 
ada, as a member of the British Commwalth of 
Nations, must be prepared to cope with spies in 
any eventuality.

ALBERTA PRO-RATING PLAN 
EQUALIZES OIL MARKET 


In contrast with experiences in 
other, new oil fields, producers in 
the Turner Valley have at all 
times enjoyed a good market at 
fair prices for their production, 
Of course the price was reduced 
somewhat when it hecame neces- 
sary to expand the market for 
Turner Valley crude, This had 
to be done to cover the addition- 
al carriage charges entailed by 
moving the oil further- afield. 
Pipe lines, railways and refiners. 
shared the reduction with the 
producers. The consumer benefit- 
ted by substantially lower prices 
for products, 

It was inevitable that the refin- 
er could not immediately buy all 
the oil the Turner Valley could 
produce. So purchases were pro- 
rated to the needs of the market, 
but at all times every producer 
could enjoy his fair share of the 
market at a fair price, 

Contrast this condition with 
Montana where, accordihg to 
G. Cottle, Chief Auditor of the 
Alberta Board of Public Utilities 
Commissioners, who studied 
situation in that state, some wells 
were operating at capacity and 
others were completely shut in 
because they had no market, ‘This 
resulted in unstable conditions, 
making it possible to buy crude 
oil at prices much lower than are 
being paid to the Canadian pro- 
ducer. 

No such situation was allowed 
to develop in Alberta
